AND WHEREAS K. Smart Associates Limited, prepared Addendum 
No. 1 to the Plattsville Drain 1987, dated October 28, 1987, being 
a report to alter the original report dated April 24, 1987, as 
authorized by By-law Number 707-87. 

AND WHEREAS the revised estimated cost of constructing the 
drainage works is $89 ,345.00. 

AND WHEREAS $89,345. 00 is the revised amount to be contributed 
by the municipality for the construction of the drainage works.

There were only two (2) property owners 
affected by Branch B and Branch C, namely: Cebran Farms Limited 
and Kubassek Holdings Limited. Addendum No. 1 to the Plattsville 
Drain 1987 authorized by By-law Number 730-87 approved the 
deletion of Branch B and Branch C. The revised estimated cost 
for the drain was $89,345.00, as a result of the addendum, dated 
October 28th, 1987. 

The Drainage Works were completed as per the Engineer's Report,] 
and subsequent Addendum No. 1, and the actual costs incurred to 
construct the Drainage Works was $100,870.50. The Actual Cost 
to construct the Drainage Works was above the Estimated Costs by 
a sum of $11,525.50/ or 112.9% of the Engineer's Estimate. 

The Drainage Act, R.S.O., 1980, Section 62, and Amendments 
thereto, empowers Council to amend assessment schedules to provide 
proper contributions towards the drainage works based on actual 
costs on a pro-rata basis according to the assessments in the 
original estimate. 

THEREFORE, Be it Enacted by the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim: 

1. The Assessments listed in the Actual Costs column shall be 
levied and assessed against the appropriate lands.

roll. 

The amount levied shall not exceed 50 per cent of that which 
would be produced by applying to such assessment the total rate 
for all real property and business assessments respectively for 
public school supporters. 

The 1987 Residential Public Mill Rate was 276.86; and the 
1987 Business Public Mill Rate was 325.72, 

The Council deems it necessary to levy an Interim rate to 
meet expenditures prior to the final Mill Rate being established 
after the estimated expenditures and revenues are adopted. 

THEREFORE, the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows:

Being a By-law to regulate the erection of signs in the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

WHEREAS Section 210, paragraph 141 of the Municipal Act, 
Chapter 302, R.S.O. 1980, as amended, provides for prohibiting 
or regulating signs and other advertising devices or any class 
or classes thereof and the posting of notices on buildings or 
vacant lots within any defined area or areas or land abutting 
on any defined highway or part of a highway, 

AND WHEREAS Section 222, subsection 2 of the Municipal Act, 
Chapter 302, R.S.O. 1980, as amended, provides for a by-law 
regulating the placement, construction, size, nature and character 
of signs, advertising and advertising devices, including any 
printed matter, oral or other communication or thing posted or 
used for the purpose of promoting adult entertainment parlours or 
any class or classes thereof or for prohibition of such signs, 
advertising or advertising devices, 

AND WHEREAS no by-law passed under paragraph 141, as re-enacted 
by subsection 1 (1) of the Planning Statute Law Amendment Act, 
1983, that prohibits or regulates signs or other advertising 
devices, applies to a sign or advertising device that is lawfully 
erected or displayed on the day the by-law comes into force, so 
long as the sign or advertising device is not in any way 
substantially altered, provided that the maintenance and repair 
of the sign or advertising device or a change in the message 
displayed shall be deemed not to in itself constitute an 
alteration. R.SO. 1983, C.5, Section 51(3). 

AND WHEREAS the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1 - DEFINITIONS : for the purposes of this by-law the 

following shall be deemed to apply: 

a) "ADULT ENTERTAINMENT PARLOUR" 

- means any premises or part thereof in which is provided, 
in pursuance of a trade, calling, business or occupation, 
goods or services appealing to or designed to appeal to 
erotic or sexual appetites or inclinations; 

The preceding definition shall be interpreted by reference 
to the definitions of the following words: 

(i) "goods" includes books, magazines, pictures, slides, 
film, phonograph records, prerecorded magnetic tape 
and any other reading, viewing or listening matter; 

(ii) "to provide" when used in relation to goods includes 
to sell, offer to sell or display for sale, by retail 
or otherwise such goods, and "providing" and 
"provision" have corresponding meanings; 

(iii) "to provide" when used in relation to services 

includes to furnish, perform, solicit, or give such 
services and "providing" and "provision" have 
corresponding meanings. 

(iv) "services" includes activities, facilities, 

performances, exhibitions, viewings and encounters but[ 
does not include the exhibition of film approved 
under the 'Theatres Act'; 

(v) "services" designed to appeal to erotic or sexual 
appetites or inclinations" includes, 

(a) services of which a principal feature or 
characteristic is the nudity or partial 
nudity of any person, 
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1. DEFINITIONS: - cont'd. 

(b) services in respect of which the word "nude 
"naked", "topless", "bottomless", "sexy" or 
any other word or any other picture, symbol 
or representation having like meaning or 
implication is used in any advertisement. 

b) "SIGHT TRIANGLE" 

On a corner lot within the triangular space formed by the 
street lines and a line drawn from a point in one street 
line to a point in the other street line, each such 
point being 9 metres measured along the street line from 
the point of intersection of the street lines. Where the 
two street lines do not intersect at a point , the point 
of intersection of the street lines shall be deemed to be 
the intersection of the tangents to the street lines . 

c) "SIGN" 

means a name, identification, description, device, display 
or illustration which is affixed to or represented 
directly or indirectly upon a building, structure or lot 
and which directs attention to an object, product, place, 
activity, person, institution, organization or business. 

d) "SIGN, FASCIA" 

- means a sign which is painted on the wall or roof of a 
building or which is attached to and parallel to the wall 
of a building but which does not project in a horizontal 
direction more than 12 inches from such wall nor project 
more than 2 feet above either the top of the roof or the 
parapet wall where such exists. 

e) "SIGN, FREESTANDING" 

means a sign supported from the ground and not attached 
to any part of a building. 

f) "SIGN, ILLUMINATED" 

- means a sign which is lighted by a source within the sign 

itself or by an external source. 

g) "SIGN, PORTABLE" 

means any sign that is of a temporary nature and whose 
supporting structure is not permanently affixed to the 
property on which it is situated. 

h) "SIGN, PROJECTED AREA OF" 

means the maximum area of the projection of the sign of 
any vertical plane which area is within a single 
continuous perimeter in no case passing through or 
between any adjacent elements of the sign. However, such 
perimeter shall not include any structural elements lying 
outside the limits of such sign and not forming an 
integral part of the display. The "projected area of 
sign" shall not be interpreted to limit the display area 
which may be contained on one or more surfaces of a sign. 

2. For the purpose of this By-law, the definition of building, 
bui lding inspector, home occupation , lot , lot lines , person 
and structure and the defined areas (zones) identified by the 
symbols Rl, R2 , R3 , RE, ER, RR, RMH , Al , A2 , EP , D, V, CI, OS, 
I, C2, C3, Ml, M2, M3, M4 , M5 and M6 and any special provision 
category of any aforementioned defined area (zone) are as 
defined in the Comprehensive Zoning By-law No. 466-82 of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim, as amended, and the schedules 
thereto. 
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No person shall, within the area defined as "Rl", "R2", "R3", 
"RE", "ER", "RR", "RMH", or a SPECIAL PROVISION category to any 
of the aforementioned zones, use any building, structure or 
lot for the erection of display of any sign except in accordance 
with the following provisions: 

(i) One sign, with the projected area of sign not exceeding 
1.0 square metres, indicating the name and profession of 
the permitted home occupation, the name of an organization 
to which the residents of the property are a member of, 
the name of the resident of the lot and/or the name of 
the property on which the sign is situated. 

<ii) Up to 2 freestanding signs , each with the projected area 
of sign not exceeding 1 . square metres , indicating the 
name of the Non-Residential use of the lot on which the 
sign is situated, as permitted under the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim Restricted Area Zoning By-law. 



4. No person shall, within the areas defined as "Al", "A2", "EP",

zones, use any building, structure or lot for the erection or 
display or any sign except in accordance with the following 
provisions : 

(i) All signs permitted in Section 3 provided that the use to 
which the sign is appurtenant is a use permitted under the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim Restricted Area Zoning 
By-law on the lot where the sign is situated.

No person shall erect a sign except in accordance with the 
provisions of the by-law and no sign shall be erected under 
the provisions of Section 3(ii), 4{ii) and Sections 5 to 7 
(inclusive) of this by-law without first having obtained 
a permit from the Building Inspector accompanied by a fee 
in accordance with Schedule "A" of By-law 695-87, as amended.
